Six weeks ago Missouri's 11 
Representatives and two Sena- 
tors signed a letter asking Mr. 
Eisenhower to recommend the 


appropriation. 
' Indorsed By Curtis. 
Representative Frank M. 


Karsten (Dem.), St. Louis, said 
today the committee recom- 
mendation should go a long 
way toward insuring approval 
by Congress and the President. 
The proposed appropriation 
could be knocked out on the 
floor of the House, but since 
it was indorsed by Representa- 
tive Thomas B. Curtis of Web- 
ster Groves, the only Repub- 
lican in Congress from Mis- 
souri, this does not appear 
likely.

Court Sends Bricklaying 
Contractor Back Be- 
fore U.S. Grand Jury 
—He Co-operates 


Fully. 


Stephen Gorman, St Louis 
bricklaying contractor, today 
was ordered to answer 19 ques- 
tions relating to reported as- 
sociations between his firm and 
Frank (Buster) Wortman, East 
Side rackets boss. 


Gorman, president of the 
Stephen Gorman Bricklaying 
Co., 4200 Clayton avenue, re- 
fused to answer a total of 56 
questions when they were put 
to him last April 22 before a 
federal grand jury in East St. 
Louis. United States District 
Judge William G. Juergens to- 
day selected the 19 questions 
from the list and directed that 
they be answered. 

The grand jury, which had 
been in recess, reconvened 
after the ruling. Gorman was 
the first witness: He was in 
the grand jury room for about 
40 minutes. 

It was learned that Gorman 
co-operated fully with Govern- 
ment questioners at the brief 
session. The grand jury then 
turned to other matters as no 
other witnesses had been called 
in the Wortman inquiry. 

Four of the questions which 
udge Juergens ruled must be 
answered dealt with association 
of Gorman with Robert E. 
Phelps, gambler and Wortman 
associate. 

On Stock Holdings. 


These included the question 
of whether Phelps, who col- 
lected $1877 for bricklaying 
services on the Centreville 
Township Hospital construction 
job, ever owned capital stock 
in Gorman’s firm, ever paid 
money for capital stock, ever 
received dividends or ever sur- 
rendered his capital stock. 

Gorman also was directed 
to tell the jury whether he 
ever hired bri¢klayers, hod- 
carriers or laborers who were 
not in good standing with un- 
ions representing those crafts. 

It was disclosed last April 
that the names of 12 hoodlums, 
gamblers and ex-convicts, all 
Wortman associates, have ap- 
peared on Gorman payrolls. 
These included the Centreville 
Township Hospital project and 
several St. Louis public hous- 
ing jobs. 

Hubert Evans, business agent 
of the East St. Louis Brick- 
layers’ Union, said previously 
that none of seven Wortman as- 
sociates listed on Gorman’s 
payroll for the hospital work 
ever were seen on the job. 
Chief beneficiaries on the pay- 
roll were Sam Magin, Wort- 
man’s right-hand man, and 
James (Jimmie) Michaels Sr., 
former Cuckoo gang leader. 

Five questions related to 
Wortman’s well-publicized 
moat property near Collins- 
ville. Gorman was directed to 
tell the jury if his firm did 
any work on the moated build- 
ing, if the firm -paid for the 
construction or if its employes 
worked on the job. 

Reference to Dowling. 

Judge Juergens said the 
witness must also tell the jury 
whether Wortman or his chief 
lieutenant, Elmer (Dutch) 
Dowling, owe money to the 
Gorman company. 

Two questions Gorman must 
answer were these. Did the 
Stephen Gorman Bricklaying 
Co. expend $8057 in labor and 
materials in construction of 
Wortman’s residence in 1951 
and 1952? Did the Stephen 
Gorman Bricklaying Co. ex- 
pend $9761 in labor materials 
in construction of Dowling’s 
residence during- 1952 and 
1953? 

Gorman also will be required 

to say whether Wortman or 
Dowling own the Stephen Gor- 
man Bricklaying Co., any part 
of it “directly or indirectly,” 
or whether they own capital 
stock in it. He must say wheth- 
er either man exercised any 
management functions or had 
a voice in management of the 
firm. 
Gorman previously had de- 
clined to answer the questions 
on the ground they were self- 
incriminating.

“ATTACK ENEMY 


Broadcasts Call for Ig- 
noring of De Gaulle 


Promises— Wave of 
Violent Incidents 
Reported. 


ALGIERS, June 9 (UPI)— 
Rebel radios appealed today to 
| Moslems for new blows against 
France in their three-and-one- 
half-year-old war of liberation. 
It was direct defiance of Gen. 
Charles de Gaulle’s call for 
peace with the Algerian Na- 
tionalists. 


French authorities reported 
a wave of violent incidents in 
several towns and villages and 
disclosed two major battles 
took place in Algeria during 
De Gaujle’s visit last week. 

A Cairo radio broadcast 
identifying itself as the voice 
of the Algerian National Lib- 
eration Front (F.L.N.) urged its 
120,000 warriors to “attack the 
enemy” and ignore De Gaulle’s 
promises. 

“Attack the enemy every- 
where, take away his arms and 
ammunition, harass him at all 
times,” one broadcast said. 
“Keep a careful watch on his 
movements, throw yourself on 
him as soon as the moment is 
opportune. Give him no re- 
spite. .. . Continue to keep the 
initiative over an exhausted, 
demoralized enemy.” 


93 Rebels Reported Killed. 
The French army issued a 


communique last night listing 


93 rebels dead and 34 capture 
in three days of fighting in the 
salt marshes west of Constan- 
tine and 60 miles from the Tu- 
nisian border. Rebel leader Ali 
Nemeur was killed in the Con- 
stantine fighting. 

At the other end of Algeria 
French paratroopers killed 12 
Moslem rebels and captured 
one in the Nedromah region 
only 18 miles west of the Moroc- 
can border and eight miles in- 
land from the Mediterranean 
coast. 

Moslem rebel agents struck 
Sunday at Sidi Bel Abbes, 
French Foreign Legion head- 
quarters 33 miles south of 
Oran, and knifed to death a 
pro-French Moslem. Two reb- 
els were killed in a rebel at- 
tack on Tiaret, a mountain 
town 100 miles east of Oran.

HALIFAX, N.S., June 9 (AP) 
Soviet fisheries minister A. A. 
Ishkovy said yesterday that 
large Soviet trawlers operating 
off Canada’s east coast are en- 
gaged only in experimental 
work and research. 

The ships, each carrying 100 
men, are concerned chiefly 
with observing fish migration 
between the northwest Atlantic 
and the Bering sea, he said. 

Ishkov, here for the annual 
meeting of the 12-nation in- 
ternational commission for the 
opening today, denied reports 
that the 1500-ton trawlers are 
setting buoys off Greenland 
and Newfoundland. 

The Canadian navy said last 
week Russian trawlers have 
been operating off Canada for 
at least four years. The navy 
and the air forces keep an eye 
on them as a matter of course.

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BRUCKER SAYS 


WASHINGTON, June 9 (AP) 
—Secretary of the Army Wil- 
ber Brucker said today he still 
feels the Army needs a mini- 
mum of 900,000 men, but he is 
bound by the decision of su- 
periors not to resist a 30,000 
cutback. 

Brucker testified before a 
Senate Appropriations subcom- 
mittee which is considering 
adding $99,000,000 to keep the 
Army at its present strength. 
The money was tacked on the 
Defense Department appropri- 
ations bill by the House, 

Under questioning by Chair- 
man Dennis Chavez (Dem.), 
New Mexico, Brucker said the 
Army recommended to Secre- 
tary of Defense Neil McElroy 
last September an increase in 


}| Army manpower to 925,000. 


At that time, Brucker said, 
the Defanse Department had 
tentatively ordered a cutback 
to 850,000, but on appeal Mc- 
Elroy agreed to fix the limit at 
870,000 men. 

Brucker said he and Gen. 
Maxwell D. Taylor, Army chief 
of staff, “are bound by the de- 
cision of our superiors.” He 
added, “We've done all in our 
power.” 

Chavez reminded Brucker 
that he could express an opin- 
ion without bucking the de- 
cision. 

Brucker then told the Sena- 
or: 


“IT can say that we have seen 
nothing since last September 
to change the logic of our re- 
quest. On the contrary, we see 
many things to corroborate our 
judgment. But, we are not here 
in any sense to upset the de- 
cision of our superiors.”

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JAMES MARTIN BARNES 
DIES; ASSISTANT TO F-D.R. 


WASHINGTON, June 9 (AP) 
—James Martin Barnes, for- 
mer member of Congress from 
Illinois and also former assist- 
ant to President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, died yesterday. He 
was 59 years old. Death was 
attributed to a liver disorder. 

Barnes was a native of Jack- 
sonville, Ill., where he prac- 
ticed law. He was a county 
judge at Jacksonville from 
1926-34 before being elected as 
a Democrat to Congress for two 
terms, from Jan. 3, 1939 to Jan. 
3, 1943. He was an unsuccess- 
ful candidate for re-election. 

On March 1, 1943, Barnes 
was appointed an administra- 
tive assistant to President 
Roosevelt and held that post 
until July 15, 1945. President 
Roosevelt died on April 12 that 
year, but at the request of the 
incoming President, Harry S. 
Truman, Barnes stayed on as 
aid temporarily. Barnes then 
resumed the practice of law in 
Washington. He is survived 
by his wife, Mrs. Betty Grove 
Barnes.

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Stevenson Asserts Free World 
Must Push for Trade Expansion |».

EAST LANSING, Mich., June 
9—Adlai E. Stevenson outlined 
a broad program yesterday to 
meet what he called the “creep- 
ing crisis” of the free world 


economy. 
In a commenceemnt address 


at Michigan State University 
here, the former Democratic 


presidential candidate asserted 
that the free nations must 
rally and take the steps neces- 
sary to achieve a functioning, 
expanding free world trading 
system. 

But the system desired by 
the United States and necessary 
to the survival of other na- 
tions, he said, cannot function 
unless this country “steadily 
and consistently” takes up the 
creditor role which Britain and 
France are putting down. 

As a major step toward re- 
solving the world economic 
crisis and meeting Russia’s 
challenge, Stevenson proposed 
that a committee of experts 
be set up comparable to the 
group which laid the ground- 
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work for the Marshall Plan in 


1947, 

It should be their responsi- 
bility, he declared, to prepare 
an agenda for the regeneration 
of the free world economy 
upon which the nations can 
agree and act. 

Other Proposals. 

Stevenson also made three 
other suggestions to help make 
possible a peaceful world: 

1. An international medical 
research and health year as 
another way, like the Inter- 
national Geophysical Year, for 
the world to co-operate for 
survival instead of destruction. 

2. An end to the testing of 
nuclear weapons with a rea- 
sonable agreement with Rus- 
sia on methods of inspection 
against violation. 

3. Acceptance by the West 
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of the principle of Soviet equal- 
ity in power. 

The Democratic nominee for 
President in 1952 and 1956 
suggested that the committee 
of experts he proposed should 
work toward joint measures to 
secure sustained growth, joint 
negotiations for a low tariff 
or free trade area, joint under- 
taking of a long-term aid and 
investment program, and joint 
agreement on adequate work- 
ing capital for world trade and 
convertibility. 

Such an agenda for the free 
world, Stevenson said, would 
not only meet the strains and 
crisis of today but would go 
far to revive conditions under 
which the old system of free 
international trade once 
worked. 

Drift Is Other Way. 

“Today, make no mistake 
about it,” he declared, “the 
drift is all the other way—to- 
wards declining production, 
higher trade barriers, com- 
merce starved for working 
capital, falling investment, eco- 
nomic frustration and trouble 
in under-developed areas.” 

Stevenson warned that the 
old international trading and 
investment system seemed to 
be receding at a time when the 
Communists were utilizing new 
techniques of grants, gifts, 
loans, trade, aid, barter, tech- 
nical assistance, raw materials 
at cost or plain dumping. 

“And, to give this crisis its 
full dimensions,” he said, “it 
is occurring at a time when 
America’s need for secure trade 
abroad and for steady access to 
foreign materials is 
ing in proportion to our 
soaring population and dimin- 
ishing resources. Moreover, 
the change comes at a time 
when the emerging peoples of 
Asia, Africa, the Middle East 
and South America are de- 


‘maning with more urgency than 
‘ever a larger share in the 


world’s wealth.” 

Surely, with the old system 
deteriorating, Stevenson said, 
it is not beyond the genius of 
the great democracies to de- 
vise new underpinnings for 
trade and economic expansion. 
This is especially vital, he said, 
when not only “our prosperity 
ay our security” depends upon 


To Visit Russia. 
By the Associated Press. 

In a press conference last 
night Stevenson said he will 
spend a month this summer 
in Russia and visit industrial 
and experimental areas here- 
tofore barred to foreigners. 

He said he expects to sée 
the so-called virgin lands ex- 
periment near Akmolinsk, the 
big industrial concentration at 
Novosibirsk, and the big heavy 
industry center at Sverdlovsk. 

Several other places barred 
to non-Soviets were on the 
itinerary starting about July 
8 or 10. He is taking the trip, 
he said “basically for my own 
education,” and will pay for 
it out of his own pocket, not- 
withstanding a Russian invita- 
tion to be a guest of the Soviet 
Union. 


He sald he hoped to meet the 
new Russian leaders, including 
Khrushchev. He recalled that 
in his post-war days as an al- 
ternate delegate to the United 
Nations, that he negotiated fre- 
quently with the then Russian 
leaders, some of whom still 
occupy high posts. 

Stevenson said he will be 
accompanied on the Russian 
trip by two of his hons, Bor- 
den and John Fell, who is 
graduating from Harvard next 
week. Also in the party will 
be Robert Tucker, a former 
State Department expert on 
Russia now employed by Rem- 
ington Rand, and William M. 
Blair, a close law firm and per- 
sonal associate.

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This handsome bride’s reception table can be arranged at home with a minimum of effort 
and expense. The sparkling champagne punch is decorated and chilled with a whole peeled 
pineapple studded with fresh strawberries. (It may be completely prepared in advance and 
frozen). The delectable punch is ladled over a fresh strawberry in each glass. The wed- 
ding cake itself is-made of four packages of cake mix baked in ring molds, assembled in 
layers, and the rings entwined and frosted. One ring is made of two layers of white cake, 
the other, of yellow cake mix subtly flavored with almond extract. After swirling the fluffy 
white frosting over the rings, trim with fresh lilies of the valley. 


A WEDDING reception is a 
very special, once-in-a-lifetime 
occasion and since the buffet 
table plays such a leading role 
i. is important that it should 
be just as attractive as pos- 
sible. However, the days pre- 
ceding the wedding are busy 
ones indeed in the bride's 
home so it is essential to keep 
the time and effort involved 
in preparing the food to a 
minimum. 

The menu and table arrange- 
ments for this buffet were 
planned with these points in 
mind. Both time and expense 
have been cut just as much as 
possible, without any sacrifice 
of effectiveness. Surely the 
striking table is one of which 
any bride may be proud. 

The wedding punch bowl 
serves as a buffet centerpiece, 
too, with a peeled whole pine- 
apple studded with straw- 
berries set in the center. This 
be prepared in advance 
m frozen, or chilled thor- 
oughly before serving time.

The wedding cake and punch 
bowl are the heart of the 
menu: for a simple reception, 
add sandwich roll-ups of water- 
cress and cream cheese 
whipped with a little cream; 
small finger rolls filled with 
shrimp or chicken salad; tiny 
baking-powder biscuits filled 
with slivers of ham. 


For elegant little open sand- 
wiches, slice a loaf of firm 
bread lengthwise, set slices in 
a flat pan and top with chicken 
aspic. When slightly thickened 
garnish with pimiento hearts; 
allow to set; cut aspic-topped 
bread into small rectangles be- 
fore serving. 


This wedding cake, designed 
to carry out the double-ring 
theme, is made of four pack- 
ages of cake mix—two white, 
two yellow.

Rainbow Peaches 


PRETTY AS a bridal bou- 
quet are these Rainbow Peach- 
es, which are just right to serve 
as refreshments at a shower. 
Golden canned cling peach 
halves hold a luscious macarnoon 
center that is hidden under a 
delicately colored meringue. 

This “rainbow meringue” is 
made by simply beating cur- 
rant, mint or apple jelly into 
stiffly beaten egg white, then 
tinting a deeper shade with a 
little food coloring. A few min- 
utes of broiling sets the me- 
ringue and warms the peaches. 

Quick and easy to make, they 
also are most inexpensive; yet 
they have all the appeal of 
more élaborate and costly des- 
serts. Serve with slices of 
sponge, chiffon or angel food

AWAY WITH THE PROSAIC—‘‘The merry month 
of June’’ is no time to be practical. Its days are filled 
with gaiety and with parties to help loved ones celebrate 
those important happy occasions in their lives. 


With the exception of the Christmas holidays, prob- 
ably no season of the year is as filled with entertaining. 
Hostesses are busy planning showers, graduation parties, 
receptions for bridés of this June and of 25 or 50 years 
ago, parties for friends vacation-bound, and teas for out- 
of-town guests. 


Food, of course, is always an essential part of enter- 
taining, so you will find this page filled with ideas for 
the hostess. Study the recipes carefully and you will note 
that most of them are not too expensive. 


Imagination is a priceless ingredient, and simple 
fare becomes festive if it is served with flair. 


The wedding reception buffet looks most impressive, 
but the menu is one with which the average homemaker 
can cope without difficulty. Simple appetizers become a 
‘‘conversation piece’’ when served on kabob skewers in- 
serted into a hollowed-out pineapple shell which hides a 
canned heat burner. A scalloped watermelon shell filled 
with rosy punch is a color symphony, the delicate shades 
of which are repeated in the tinted frosting of petits fours. 


‘*It's the thought that counts’’ is a trite saying, but 
certainly it is true when applied to party foods, so may 
the thought behind the menus on this page help you plan 
some memorable June teas and receptions. 


Dramatic Party Kabobs 


Kabobs are a favorite at barbecues; here they are, in 

miniature and in party dress. It's fun (and practical, too) 

to make hot appetizer tidbits right in your living room as 
described in the accompanying story. 


HERE IS ali the drama of 
“flaming cookery’ adapted to 
appetizers instead of to des- 


serts. Just make the Party 
Kabobs (see recipe below), then 
string them, together with 
cocktail franks, large stuffed 
olives, rolled anchovies, onion 
and green pepper slices, on 
small kabob skewers. 

Stick the skewers into a 
hollowed -out pineapple shell 
which hides a canned heat 
burner. Set a tray with round 
buttery crackers and potato 
snack crackers. Guests toast 
their own, and as the tidbits 
are “unstrung” each goes on 
a cracker for easy eating. 

Party Kabobs. 

Crabmeat Tidbits: To one 
cup flaked crabmeat add one- 
fourth cup mayonnaise, one 


teaspoon grated onion, sprig 
finely chopped parsley, two 
teaspoons lemon juice and 12 
round buttery crackers, finely 
rolled (about one-half cup 
crumbs). Mix well and roll into 
bite-size tidbits. Roll tidbits in 
additional crumbs for a crunchy 
coating. Refrigerate until 
ready to use. Yield: 15 to 20 
tidbits. 

Tangy Cheese Balls: Mix to- 
gether an eight-ounce package 
cream cheese, softened to room 
temperature, one tablespoon 
grated onion, one teaspoon pre- 
pared mustard, one teaspoon 
chopped parsley and eight po- 
tato smack crackers, finely 
rolled (about one-fourth cup 
crumbs). Roll into small balls 
and wrap in thin pieces of 
dried chipped beef. Chill. 
Yield: 20 to 25 balls.

Carving Up Alaska 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch; 

The Ordinance of 1787 pro- 
vided that the Northwest Terri- 
tory (including what is now Ohio, 
Indiana, Michigan, Illinois, Wis- 
consin, and part of Minnesota) be 
admitted to the Union as not less 
than three and not more than 
five states, when they should have 
fulfilled the certain requirements 
for statehood. The total area of 
this territory was about 273,000 
aqjuare miles. 

The area of the Territory of 
Alaska is 586,000 square miles, 
more than twice the area of the 
Northwest Territory. This area 
is, in fact, more than one-sixth 
of the present total area of the 
United States. 


Yet consideration for _ state- 
hood has been given only to 
Alaska as a whole. Rather, there 
should be some provision in the 
bill now before the Senate, such 
as was in the Ordinance of 1787, 
to require three or more states to 
be carved from the present terri- 
tory. Each would then be ad- 
mitted to the Union when it had 
fulfilled the requirements for ad- 
mission.

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Let the Stand Be Clear 


The Eisenhower Administration’s mutual 
security bill, reduced somewhat but for the 
most part intact, has come through the au- 
thorization battle in the Senate. After the 
rejection of crippling amendments concern- 
ing aid to India and Yugoslavia, the authoriz- 
ing bill passed by the generous majority of 
51 to 17. 

Since the Senate trimmed the items $229,- 
000,000 and the House $339,000,000 the au- 
thorization now goes to conference. Later 
in the session the Senate and House will 
come to grips with actual foreign aid appro- 
priations passed on by their committees. 

Prior to that stage, the White House would 
do well to be sure it has made its position 
clear to the leaders in Congress on all the 
major elements of the legislation. Before 
the authorization bili passed the Senate, the 
Administration lost the roll call on the Ken- 
nedy amendment by the hairline margin of 
42 to 43, with 11 Senators not voting. The 
amendment was designed to give Mr. Eisen- 
hower authority to employ foreign aid funds 
to help Communist countries work them- 
selves away from Moscow control. 

The defeat was a direct and unnecessary 
consequence of vacillation in the White House. 
First President Eisenhower’s forces let it be 
known that the Chief Executive desired to 
have the authority. The White House posi- 
tion was that the President could use aid 
funds discreetly to advance the cause of the 
free world among Red-bloc members. 

In the Senate Foreign Relations Committee, 
a majority consisting of both Republicans and 
Democrats joined hands to write the Admin- 
istration proposal into the bill. From the Re- 
publican side this group included such senior 
members of the committee as Wiley of Wis- 
consin and Aiken of Vermont. 

Then Republicans Bridges and Knowland 
got their axes out and went to work. Largely 
anti-foreign aid and particularly anti-anything 
that they can twist into financial assistance 
for Communist-bloc nations, they came back 
from a conference at the White House and 
said that President Eisenhower was against 
writing the Kennedy amendment in the for- 
eign-aid bill. 

This crossed up the supporters of the 
White House position and left some angered 
and others baffled. Senator Aiken told the 
Senate that he was “simply shocked and 
amazed.” Then he made this strong state- 
ment: “If members of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee cannot believe our own 
State Department, how can we expect other 
countries to believe it?” 

The fight over the authorization bill is 
warning enough that the Administration can- 
not let down in its efforts to see the mutual 
security appropriation to passage without 
damage. Its enemies can be counted on to 
make further efforts to reduce the effective- 
ness of foreign aid in the next round. Its 
supporters in the Executive Branch and in 
Congress will need to work together closely 
to be sure of a final victory.

Report on Mr. Nixon’s Friend 


How did Richard M. Nixon fare in last 
Tuesday’s primary in California? Since the 
Vice President was not on the ballot and can 
be related to the several races only by indi- 
rection there is no certain answer. But his 
close friend, 35-year-old Congressman Patrick 
J. Hillings, who fell heir to the Nixon seat 
in the House, was in the race for Attorney 
General with four other Republicans. While 
Mr. Hillings won out, he did not get a ma- 
jority of the votes cast. In a total of about 
1,500,000 Republican votes for Attorney Gen- 
eral, the Vice President’s friend received 
some 600,000 and his opponents together 
close to 900,000. Presumably Congressman 
Hillings won because the votes against him 
were split four ways. In short, his prospects 
for November are not as bright as the now 
somewhat dimmed prospects of Senator 
Knowland and Gov. Knight in their quest 
for each other’s offices. 


To Bolster the West 


After a brief visit to the Middle West, 
Prime Minister Macmillan is back in Wash- 
ington for further talks about those interna- 
tional problems which President Eisenhower 
has described as difficult and intricate, This 
sharing of the thoughts of London and Wash- 
ington is to continue through Tuesday. It 
will be informal, but it can be the basis for 
later decisions of the utmost importance. 

Nuclear testing is the No. 1 topic. Here 
the Russians have scored a propaganda suc- 
cess. While the United States has not yet 
taken a definite stand, there is much senti- 
ment in favor of an end of tests after com- 
pletion of the current American series. The 
British, however, want to catch up with the 
other two nuclear nations, and they are espe- 
cially interested in the defensive aspect of 
nuclear military power. Yet London might 
not resist a ban on nuclear explosions if, 
instead of having to obtain the desired knowl- 
edge on its own, this were provided by Amer- 
ican experts. Legislation to permit this ex- 
change has not yet passed Congress; but it 
is desirable as a step toward stopping the 
menace of fallout. 

The Prime Minister, the President and his 
associates also will be talking about Gen. De 
Gaulle. Felicitations went to him from both 
London and Washington as a first effort to 
make sure that he does not weaken France’s 
role in NATO. He has been reassuring on 
this point, but he may have his price,’ This 
could be a demand for support in North 
Africa. ae.

While no sensational statement of policy 
is expected to come from these informal 
talks, the conversations should serve not 
merely to keep the two governments out of 
diplomatic pitfalls, but also as preliminaries 
to more formal decisions, especially in con- 
nection with nuclear tests, decisions which 
will regain world leadership for the West. 


The Moiseyev Ambassadors 


“Cultural exchange” is a pretentious word 
for what happened Sunday night at Kiel 
Auditorium. The Moiseyev dancers did offer

As the Russians waved to the Amer- 
icans, and a sea of American hands waved 
back, one had the feeling that here were 
people getting together with people over the 
heads of their governments.

It is much more than that, and the 
Moiseyev dancers, winning St. Louis’s heart 
at the same time Stokowski was being given 
an ovation in Moscow, showed that our two 
countries cannot go too far in getting to know 
each other. 


The Council’s Job is to Decide 


The County Council has been advised by 
its counselor that it has no authority to pass 
the fluoridation issue to the people in a 
referendum. The decision is a healthy one. 
For this issue is exactly the kind that repre- 
sentative government is singularly equipped 
to solve in a most democratic fashion. 

Fluoridation poses technical questions that 
the average layman has neither the time nor 
the inclination to examin ally when 
a proper examination requires consultation 
with qualified experts. That is why the 
county has Councilmen; it is their job to 
represent the people and to act for them. 
The Councilmen are hired to do the home- 
work for the people and then to make the 
decisions. 

Councilman James H. J. McNary, an oppo- 
nent of fluoridation, who was all for side- 
stepping his responsibility and passing the 
buck to the people, now suggests that the 
proponents -begin circulating petitions for 
an initiative election on the issue. This is 
merely another method of permitting the 
Council to avoid its responsibility. 

Moreover, such a move is unnecessary. 
The fluoridation proposal has been presented 
to the Council, and it has been before it for 
a year without a decision. It is up to the 
Council to decide.

tacking dental decay in children has three 
of the Council’s seven votes. Councilman 
Thomas -Dunne, who has declined to vote in 
recent 3-3 ties, could resolve the matter one 
way or the other. 

If Mr. Dunne will accept the considered 
advice of the recognized experts in this field, 
including the word of the county’s own 
Health Commissioner, he will vote to give 
county children benefits similar to those that 
have been available for three years in St. 
Louis and for almost six months in Kirk- 
wood. Informed parents throughout the 
county hope he will. - 


Mr. Adams in the Agency Inquiry 


Is another one of the charges of Bernard 
Schwartz, ex-counsel for the House subcom- 
mittee investigating the federal regulatory 
agencies, to be substantiated? 

Prof. Schwartz’s charge concerning influ- 
ence peddling within the Federal Communi- 
cations Commission was amply borne out by 
the lamentable case of Richard A. Mack. Now 
Sherman Adams, the President’s executive 
chief of staff, has been specifically named in 
the continuing inquiry. 

Mr. Adams’s involvement is through his 
connection with Bernard Goldfine of Boston, 
an “old and dear friend,” who is said to have 
paid hotel bills for the so-called “assistant 
president,” and several members of the Sen- 
ate and House. The charge came from Repre- 
sentative John Bell Williams of Mississippi, 
acting chairman of the subcommittee, who 
identified Sherman Adams as among “high 
Government officials” who brought pressure 
to bear on the agencies on behalf of Goldfine 
and his clients. 

If' Sherman Adams was deep in influence 
peddling, it is up to the subcommittee to 
bring the facts out with the supporting docu- 
mentation. Meantime the citizen will remem- 
ber that this has been a pattern around Mr, 
Adams. The White House manager was up 
to his eyebrows in Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion maneuvers at the time when the Dixon- 
Yates utility contract was first blessed for 
the TVA territory. 

Mr. Adams may claim executive immunity 
from inquiring eyes. He ought to want to lift 
this cloud from over his work for the Presi- 
dent at the earliest time possible.

It is, first, that we do not hate 
you, or your children, or your coun- 
try. We do not hate Russia, or the 

Russians. We do 
not desire war,

We desire peace 
of and intend peace. 
For Russian 
children, for 
American chil- 
dren, and _  chil- 
dren everywhere, 
we desire and pray for peace. For 
the Russian people, the American 
people, for people everywhere, we 
desire and pray for peace. 

Our government in the United 
States of America desires peace. 
You have been told that it intends 
war, but that is not true. 

The men at the head of our gov- 
ernment—men we have elected and 
chosen to do our will, for in this

country our elected representatives 
are servants of the people—are striv- 
ing day and night to keep the peace. 


My forefathers helped found the 
United States. They came more than 
200 years ago from England and 
from Germany, to be free; eventually 
to found a new kind of government 
whceih would guarantee and defend 
the freedom of its citizens. 


It is a government “of the people, 
by the people, and for the people.” 

We believe this is a good kind of 
government, but we do not want to 
compel other peoples to have it.

Batista’s Guns From The New York Times 


The United States has at last 
moved openly to stop arms ship- 
ments to the Batista Government in 
Cuba. An announcement has now 
been made of an order to hold up 
1950 Garand rifles which President 
Batista had paid for. 


Technically speaking, this is not 
an arms embargo such as we put 
down against the Spanish Republi- 
can Government in the civil war of 
1936-39. It is a decision to suspend 
all arms shipments while the present 
state of tension continues in Cuba. 
It will hurt the Batista regime, but 
the United States has certainly 
given ample evidence for months 
that it is doing everything possible 
to prevent the clandestine shipment 
of arms to the rebel opposition in 
Cuba.

Charlie Chaplin Jr. Seeks Own Fame

HAD BREAKFAST the 
other morning with a middle- 
aged man named Albert Zug- 
smith and a young man named 
Charlie Chaplin Jr. The con- 
nection between these two is 
that Zugsmith has just com- 
pleted a motion picture called 
“High School Confidential” 
and Chaplin has a role in it. 
It is further explained, as 
young Chaplin puts it, by the 
fact that Zug, as he calls him, 
“gave me my first break after 
all the controversy about my 
father. Dad, as you no doubt 
know, opens his mouth, puts 
his foot in it, and thinks later.” 

Young Chaplin, of whom you 
haven't heard much in recent 
years, is now 33. He is 5 feet 
10 inches tall, weighs 150 
pounds, has dark curly hair 
with streaks of premature gray 
in it, and when he smiles he 
looks like the Charlie Chaplin 
we used to know a long time 
ago. He is an excellent mimic 
and story teller, and he has a 
very pleasant and cheerful out- 
look for a man whose life and 
times might well have made 
him otherwise. 

For the first 20 years of 
young Chaplin’s life his father 
was an asset. Then he sudden- 
ly became a liability, as far as 
the careers of Charlie Jr. and 
his brother Sidney were con- 
cerned. But young Charlie 
feels no bitterness toward his 
father, and views him almost 
as objectively as if there were 
no family connection. 

But then, as a matter of fact, 
his childhood was hardly that 
of a typical American boy, and 
his relationship with his father 
was not exactly what we refer 
to nowadays as togetherness. 

Charlie and Sid were the two 
children of the marriage of the 
great comedian with Lita Grey 
Chaplin, Sid is 10 months 
younger than Charlie. 

“As kids my brother and I 
were in boarding and military 
schools most of the time. Then 
when we were out of school 
our time was split up between 
mother and father. | 

The two boys stood in con- 

siderable awe of their famous 
father, and young Chaplin still 
recalls him as a man whose 
personality was a strange mix- 
ture. 
“Sometimes he would be 
amazingly generous. At other 
times, probably due to the fact 
he was so poor himself as a 
kid, he would be absolutely 
miserly. He never let Sid and 
me forget the value of a dol- 
lar. He was always lecturing 
us about it. And I think even 
today, with a fortune esti- 
mated at around $40,000,000, 
he lives in constant fear of 
poverty. 

“Sid wasn’t as scared of him 
as I was. I remember once 
when we were in our teens, 
Sid went up to him and said,

School difficulties, of which I have been making a lit- 
tle study, are the subject of a report I received from the 
Woman's City Club of New York. It is an informative docu- 
ment which tells the people of New York just what the sit- 
uation actually is. 


> ITS RECOMMENDATIONS lead me to believe that we 
are wasting money when we create separate schools for 
troubled children and children in trouble—known here as 
the “600” or “700” schools. What we need to do is to get 
more seats in the regular schools, to have better paid and 
better trained teachers, and to get more of them. In this 
way we can give the young people the benefit of having 
teachers with small enough classes so that they can know 
their children and have time and patience to let them talk 
about their troubles. 


>» MEASURES of this kind would also help communities 
which are trying to do something serious about adult edu- 
cation and, on a much broader scale than ever before: to 
raise the standard of the homes that need to be improved. 
Having a teacher who can be looked upon as a friend 
would mean, I think, a cutting down in our juvenile de- 
tinquency problem, as well as less need for new mental and 
sorrectional institutions. We are paying more and more for 
such institutions; yet I would far prefer to pay more for 
better schools and thus attack this problem in the early 
grades where it needs to be attacked. 

The recommendations of the Women's City Club are 
in accord with these ideas, and I felt encouraged to be sup- 
ported by them. I was also impressed by the club's survey 
of four courts. where parents bring legal action against one 
another. I think these two reports should be read by every 
citizen of a big city, for they have valuable material which 
all of us should study and contain suggestions for action 
which many of us would like to follow.

A RAINY SUNDAY in Hong Kong. There are gray 
clouds hanging over the Peak and planes are droning 
overhead, awaiting a break in the damp ceiling.

push your plane nose into

of China. 

At Sunning House din- 
ing room, the radio is 
playing for breakfast. A 
quavering soprano sing- 
ing one of those trilling 
things you hear in gloomy 
British resort hotels. 

The Chinese having 
breakfast across the room 
is a millionaire merchant. He started with vegetables in 
the market place and parlayed it into chain of hawkers. 
He pays for breakfast in cash. The reason: He cannet 
read or write. If the waiter kpew that he could not sign 
his name, he would’ lose face. 


She is a Chinese dance hall girl. Her cor- 
respondence list covers nearly every ship in the 
combined British and American Asiatic fleets. 
Exchanging letters is a kind of direct mail adver- 
tising. 


“Please send me another picture of yourself,” 
she says in each letter. She cannot read English. 
It costs $5 Hong Kong to get a professional letter 
translator. Sometimes:she does not have enough 
money. If they inclose a picture, at least she 
knows whom it is from. 


HE IS A CHINESE BROKER and millionaire. A 
couple of years ago, he took us to an expensive dinner. 
A week later he wired us in Tokyo: “Could you please 
pay for me temporarily in dollars such-and-such com- 
mercial bill and oblige. Your friend.” 


My friend paid the bill, $500 U.S. It took over 
two years to get it back. The millionaire stalled and re- 
fused to answer letters. He is known as a deadbeat all 
over Hong Kong. And collectors are told indignantly: 
“Don’t you know I am a millionaire? Get out of here!” 

He got into me for a small piece of change, too. 


HE IS AN AMERICAN who makes a business of selling 
old clothing in the Orient. Cast-off American suits. 


“You would think we sell these to poor peo- 
ple? Not at all. Our best customers are million- 
aires. In Hong Kong, Singapore, Bangkok, all over 
the Orient. A Chinese business man prefers to 
appear less well-to-do. If his customers see him 
dressing well, they feel that his prices have been 
jacked up to fit his wardrobe. Then, too, a man 
who looks a little poor is not as likely te be kid- 
naped.” 

The second-hand millionaire buyers prefer 
good cut and material. But also signs of wear. 


HE IS A CHINESE of great wealth. “If the Com- 
munists ever take Hong Kong, my family will be first to 
be liquidated.” His .yacht is ready at all times to go to sea. 
Among his possessions is a fleet of great junks running 
over to Portuguese Macao. The major smugglers’ entrance 
to Red China. 


One day we stood on the Macao wharf watch- 
ing them unload: cases. “They will be in Red 
China tonight,” he said. “What is in the boxes?” 
I asked. “Bicycle parts,” he said giggling. He 
made a circular motion with his hand as if holding 
a machinegun. He imitated the sound like a small 
boy. “Heh-heh-he-heh-heh-heh! Bicycle parts!” 


IN THE HOT TENEMENT DISTRICTS, the refugees 
weave straw baskets and matting. Rejects from the Na- 
tionalist armies. Not wanted on Formosa. A blind ex- 
captain tends the baby and the mother hauls pole loads 
of bricks on a construction job.

TV Brass Criticized 


NEW YORK, June 9. 


SYLVESTER L. (PAT) WEAVER JR., former president 
of the National Broadcasting Company, last night criticized 
the management of the television networks for failing to 
live up to their responsibilities and degrading the quality 
of their service to the public. He was interviewed on the 
Mike Wallace series, presented in association with the 
Fund for the Republic. . 

Weaver spoke forthrightly, albeit with a touch of 
bitterness, and said many things worth saying. In the 
last two years, which happens to be roughly the time since 
he left NBC, the networks have gradually abdicated their 
obligation to offer.adequately diversified programming and 
have settled for cheap game shows or routine story-telling 
programs, notably a flood of westerns and mysteries, the 
former executive charged. 


. WEAVER NOTED that only the network managements 
weere in a position to exercise the authority to guarantee 
expanding schedules of quality cultural material, increased 
news and information offerings, and a departure from the 
radio format to which TV now seems to be returning. 

It is unfortunate that on this series, Wallace is not 
the digging reporter he once was on “Nightbeat.” For the 
personal dilemma of Weaver should have been brought 
out. He, too, is a victim of the trend he deplores. Mis 
major representation on the air is tRrough a show called 
‘Make Me Laugh,” precisely the type of cheap game pro- 
gram which he vigorously denounced. Economics often 
can dictate unhappy rationalizations for individuals as 
well as managéments. 


WEAVER ALSO was perhaps a little unfair to the net- 
work managements. His hint that NBC currently would 
welcome the profits which it knew under his regime did 
not sufficiently emphasize the advent of the. recession, 
which has enormously increased the advertising pressures 
on the medium. 

But there can be no disagreement with Weaver's in- 
sistence that the networks must try to elevate taste and 
incorporate more public service and cultural programming 
in prime evening time. The minority viewer does need 
to be served beyond “some bones on Sunday afternoon,” 
as he put it. 

Weaver does have a tendency also to hint that all 
was well with TV during his NBC incumbency; being hu- 
man, he had his share of dismal dogs. But this cannot take 
away from the man his sense of excitement and vision 
and his healthy realization that TV is too important to 
be judged only as a business. His dissenting voice is

I suggest- 
ed craftily. 

“Yup! Marshmallows he 
loves.” The youngster swal- 
lowed the bait. 

“Aha!” I gloated. “How does 
he eat them?” 

There was an imperceptible 
pause. Then with a happy 
smile: “He toasts them on his 
stickers over a campfire!” 


ANOTHER TIME a young 
man with great imagination 
told me that he was one of the 
best fishermen in his whole 
family.. He had beaten his 
father, his grandfather, and a 
large assortment of champions 
in catching every kind of whale, 
shark, porpoise, octopus and 
trout in the sea.

Efficiency of an Air Conditioner 


By Hubbard Cobb 


NOW is the time people are 
snapping on room air condi- 
tioners to get a little comfort 
from the heat and while some 
will get the comfort they paid 
a good price for, others will 
not. Often inefficiency on the 
part of a room air conditioner 
can be blamed on lots of things 
besides the unit itself. 

A’ window air conditioner 
draws heat out of a room and 
then must exhaust it into the 
outside air. If the air around 
the unit on the outside is very 
hot, the ‘unit won’t function at 
full efficiency. Air condition- 
ers should, when possible, be 
installed on the side of the 
house that gets the most shade. 

If that’s not possible, pro- 
vide some sort of vented awn- 


.

ing over the exposed part of 
the unit so it won’t get the full 
blast from the sun. 


Every air conditioner has 
a filter and these filters col- 
lect the dust and foreign 
matter in the air. Eventual- 
ly they’ll. become so clogged 
that the unit won’t be able to 
push much air through them. 
Clean or replace filters when 
necessary and check them gt 
least once a year. 


Every air conditioner should 
have its own electrical circuit 
but many do not. Maybe when 
it is the only appliance ineop- 
eration it runs at peak effi- 
ciency but when other appli- 
ances go on, there will be a 
voltage drop and the unit will 
not perform properly. If you 
don’t have a separate circuit 
for the air conditioner, at least 
be sure that there are no other 
appliances used on it when the’ 
unit is running. 


Every unit will be more effi- 
cient if the doors of the room 
it’s in are kept shut and are 
tight. Even more important 
is to be sure that windows in 
the room are sealed tight and

of shading device to prevent 
excessive heat gain during the
